That if any person shall, within this State,
g:’._‘}‘gfﬁ‘flf;"ﬂffkill any deer or eclk between the first day of February and
“~ the firat day of September following, he shall, for every such
offense, forfeit and pay the sum of fifteen dollars, to be col-
lected by a civil action before any Justice of the Peace hav-
ing jurisdiction thercof, which sum so recovercd, shall be
paid by such Justice to the proper officer, for the use of
common schocls ia the school district where the ofense was
committed.
